Effects 

In the present invention, a pair of a liquid crystal 
panel and a ferroelectric liquid crystal panel are used. The 
ferroelectric liquid crystal panel turns on/ off light. The 
transmission through liquid crystal does not reach a 
designated value immediately after voltage application. 
After the start of pixel voltage application, the ferroelectric 
liquid crystal panel is activated to block light until the 
pixel reaches a steady state. Therefore, in the liquid crystal 
video projector, light is not projected onto the screen before 
the pixel reaches a steady state. That is, there is no light 
output while the image would appear blurred.
